Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Mr. Zilka's 
arguments regarding claim 30 on pages 17-18 of the 8/26/08 filing were persuasive. So Mr. Rutten called to suggest 
an examiner's amendment to the independent claims to incorporate the subject matter of claim 30, including the 
subject matter of parent claim 27.
